Local Members Appointed to Important Offices — Work of|is studies at Bates college. 
Field Secretary to Promote Growth of Young 
Men’s Organization 


Melvin D. Haynes of the Abraham Lin- 
coln Chapter, X. B. K., of Ballardvale, was 
named national president and John Carse of 
Phillips Brooks chapter, national secretary, 
at the convention held at the Free church on 
Saturday afternoon and evening, when 
thirty-three chapters were represented by 
over two hundred members. y 

Two important changes made in the 
administration of the fraternity were the 
dissolving of the State Council, making the 
National body the governing organization, 
and the decision to support a part-time field 
secretary. , The first step was taken through 
the initiative of James E. Haynes of Can- 
field Chapter, Melrose, after full debate. 
Mr. Haynes believed that X. B. K. would be 
the gainer and that with the spread of the 
fraternity to other states there would be a 
tremendous growth within the next few years. 

Walter M. Lowell of the First Alpha 
chapter, Methuen, led the movement in the 
interest of a part-time field secretary. The 
lack of funds was the chief stumbling block 
to the arrangement. With only $311 in 
hand, $300 more was needed. Many dele- 
gates spoke on the question. Pledges and 
cash were taken and it was found that the 
required amount had been oversubscribed 
by $25. Abdulah chapter, Methuen, headed 
the list with $50, but the First Alpha chapter 
went one better with $51. Methuen there- 
fore contributed a third of the whole amount. 
The proposed secretary will aid materially 
in the exchange of ideas between chapters, 
and also bring about the formation of new 
chapters. 

The convention opened at three o'clock, 
when the delegates were formally welcomed 
by Frank H. Hardy, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, James E. Haynes, president of 
the X. B. K., responding. Following regis- 
tration the committee on resolutions and the 
nominating committee held sessions. A 
group initiation was held and at six o’clock, 
J. Franklin Pineo, director of boys’ work at 
the Lawrence Y. M. C. A., gave the address. 
Donald J. Moore, formerly of Methuen, but 
now of Wellesley presided. 

J. Franklin Pineo, made a stirring appeal 
to the young men of X. B. K., for a constant 
and bitter fight against the forces of evil and 
the acceptance in body, mind and spirit of 
the ideals of the Great Master for the up- 
building of character. He offered the three 
ideals of consecration, brotherhood and 
character and added, “But the greatest of 
these is character.” He challenged them to 
fight the good fight tor character. The 
battleground of the fight is the field of the 
soul, where the good is forever struggling 
with the bad. : 

Mr. Pineo spoke at length on the three 
triangles: black, red and white; the black 
standing for the forces of evil, the red, the 
things worth fighting for and the white, the- 
forces which stand behind us to assist in 
making the conflict successful. 

The enemies are the world, the flesh and 
the devil. The world beckons to enjoy a 
good time, which. may be all right, provided 
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embalmed, 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Members Discuss Representative Town 
Meeting and Rebuilding of Main 
Street North of Elm Square 


The Chamber of Commerce has been 
working quietly for the t several weeks 
investigating the possibility of the State 
taking over the rebuilding and widening of 
Main street from the square to Stimpson’s 
bridge, and a committee of the Chamber 
was appointed to check traffic to bolster up 
the conviction that probably ninety per 
cent of the traffic is from out of town. 
Delegates from the Andover Chamber at a 
recent meeting of the Essex County Board 
of Trade, brought the matter to the atten- 
tion of the country organization so force- 
fully that the endorsement of the project by 
the larger organization is assured. At a 
meeting of the county board in Andover 
next month the street will be viewed by the 
delegates and the discussion of the matter 
will be the first item on the meeting held 
later the same day. 

George B. Frost appeared before the 
board and urged the Chamber to take the 
necessary steps to bring together a group of 
citizens to hear Town Clerk Edward W. 
Baker, of Brookline, discuss the advantages 
of representative town meeting such as has 
been successfully used for years in Brook- 
line and elsewhere. Mr. Frost felt that fifty 

ple might be enough to have at a pre+ 
iminary meeting, but the opinion of the 
Chamber directors was that an open meeting 
should be held. As such work of civic 
education comes under the by-laws of the 
Chamber, Mr. Frost’s suggestion, amended 
to make it a wide-open meeting, was adopted 
and such gathering will take place when the 
convenience of Mr. Baker is consulted, 
Other town clerks will probably be invit 
also and an opportunity given to hear al 
sides of the subject. The Chamber directors, 
however, prefer to take no sides until more 
information is available. 

A letter from the League of Women Vote's 
was very much appreciated in which the 
league, through its president, Madeleine E. 
Dick, thanked the Chamber for its work in 
providing the band concerts for the past 
summer. Mrs. Dick in her letter said: 

“The League of Women Voters wishes to 
express to you their appreciation of the 
energy and enterprise shown by your com- 
mittee which promoted the series of splendid 
concerts given this summer at the Park. To 
promote civic pride is a worthy endeavor and 
your organization has accomplished much 
in that respect.”

Maria Wright of Chestnut street, was struck 
by an automobile in Elm square Saturday 
night, about nine o’clock, and died at the 
Lawrence General hospital within the hour. 
Death, according to Medical Examiner 
Victor A. Reed, was caused by a fracture of 
the skull. The fatal automobile was driven 
by Attorney Harry B, Perkins of 58 East 
Main street, Groveland, who was accom- 
panied by his wife and daughter. 

It was at first reported that Miss Wright

It was not until after midnight that her 
coat, bearing the trademark of a local 
tailor, was recognized and her friends and 
family notified. 

Miss Grace Darling Wright was born in 
Andover forty-five years ago and spent her 
entire life in this town. Until recently she 
was employed as bookkeeper at the Andover 
Steam Laundry. 

She is survived by her mother, Mrs.

Obituary 


DOUGLAS GORDON CRAWFORD 


On Tuesday afternoon, September 23, 
Douglas Gordon Crawford died at his home 
on Morton street, after an illness of more 
than four months. He was buried in Christ 
Church cemetery this afternoon, on the 
anniversary of the death of his father, who 
lost his life in the service of humanity. He 
is survived by his wife, Frances L. (Tyer) 
Crawford, daughter of the late Horace H. 
Tyer of Andover, whom he married in 1912, 
two children; Lyndon and Bruce, and his 
sister, Mrs. John Gale Hun, of Princeton, 
New Jersey. : 

Dr. Crawford was Professor of English 
and acting head of the English department of 
the College of Business Administration in 
Boston University. Born in Smyrna, 
Turkey, he was the son of Dr. Lyndon Smith 
Crawford, a Congregational minister and 
for many years a missionary in Turkey, and 
of Susan Van Ranken (Doolittle) Crawford. 
He was the great-grandson of Dr. Edward D. 
Griffin, a professor in the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary, the first pastor of the Park 
Street Church, Boston, and President of 
Williams’ College. .After studying at Robert 
College in Constantinople, he prepared for 
Williams at Phillips Academy. He received 
the degree of A.B. from Williams and the 
degree of Ph.D. from Northwestern Uni- 
versity. 

After a successful period of newspaper 
work in connection with the Springfield 
Republican, he entered the profession of 
teaching, at first in the neighborhood of 
Chicago, and notably at Lake Forest 
College. In 1910 he returned to his old 
school, and here he remained for seven 
years. In 1919 he joined the English depart- 
ment of Boston University, where his

abilities and personal qualities rapidly won 
the affectionate regard of students and 
faculty alike. 

Dr. Crawford’s writings include editions 
of “Les Miserables” and the “Pickwick 
Papers”’, a well-known text book on compo- 
sition, “The Study of English”, and a 
translation of modern Greek lyrics. 

Dr. Crawford’s desire to serve the com- 
munity in which he lived found expression 
in various ways, —in public readings and 
lectures, in his connection with the local 
amateur dramatic association, of which he 
was for a time the director and which he 
valued as a means of closer association with 
the people of the town, and in his work on 
the Andover School Committee, of which 


he was an able and enthusiastic member. |)

The A. L. A. Shows HoW to Guard against 
Some Bicycle Accidents. ‘‘Stooter’’ 
Dangerous for Children 


One out of every three deaths by autos in 
Massachusetts in 1923 was toa child. Twenty 
of these were to bicycle riders, and besides 
there were 367 collisions between autos and 
bicycle riders causing injuries to 305. In all 
states similar conditions exist. This shows 
more conclusively than any other argument 
that can be made how necessary it is for all 
rsons hvaing control of or the bringing up 
of childrefi:to use every.means at their com- 
mand to drill them in the matter of safety, 
states the A. L. A. : 


Fatalities to bicycle riders have greatly 
increased this present year. Boys riding 
wheels are being killed singly and in pairs, 
while a new danger to the smaller children 
and to autoists atike has recently come into 
existence, demanding the closest care and 
attention from parents and officials. The 
newest play vehicle—the “Scotter” is prov- 
ing one of the geratest menaces to child life 
that has ever been put upon the market.

My socags It is a far greater danger than 
winter coasting because it is used over a 
longer period when auto travel increases 
many fold. Parents who purchase \‘Scoot- 
ers” for their small children to use where 
‘dangerous conditions exist are thrusting 
them into the very jaws of death. 

In Elizabeth, N. J., the bicycles of boys 
who persist in ignoring safety are taken from 
them on order of Chief Mulcahy who says: 
“T have issued instructions to the men of my 
department to take the bicycles from boys 
found riding behind vehicles. To regain 
them the youths will have to resort to the 
courts.” This is going to reduce that class of 
accident and should be followed by the chiefs 
of all cities in thedand. 


First, let us discourage the carrying of 
children on wheels where only one is intended 
to ride. This is a decidedly dangerous prac- 
tice because if anything does happen two are 
involved and the accident percentage at once 
jumps up 100 per cent. Then again the con- 
trol of a bicycle is lessened,—the mind of the 
rider is more or less concerned with the safety 
of the one he is carrying, and especially 
so if it be a smaller brother or sister which is 
almost always the case, and thus, while he 
might do his whole share in avoiding an acci- 
dent were he alone, with some one on behind 
him or in front, the rider is handicapped in 
his movements—confused in mind and does 
the wrong thing with disastrous results. 
Parents should warn their children not to 
accept such rides when offered. 


Bicycle riding is fairly well represented in 
this state, especially in the outlying districts, 
and it is in these thinly settled areas where 
the autoist puts on speed and thus adds to 
the risks taken by a bicycle rider. Outside 
the cities there is one death to every thirty 
accidents while in the city there is only one 
death to every 250, so it is seen that it is 
eight times as dangerous in the outside dis- 
tricts and smaller towns where bicycles are 
more in evidence. A great many accidents 
happen to bicycle riders while crossing street 
car tracks, especially when wet, or covered 
with leaves in the fall of the year. Riding 
across them at an angle, particularly if both 
wheels hit the rail at nearly the same time is 
likely to cause a fall and if a speeding auto 
is coming from either direction, and any- 
where near, the chance of avoiding a serious 
accident is small. 

This is not unknown to riders but the fact 
is they get careless and take chances. Cau- 
tion the toys and girls who ride wheels to 
take especial care when crossing car tracks 
and never do it when a street car is coming 
from either direction and as near as one 
thousand feet. 

Another serious mistake bicycle — riders 
make, and this applies almost wholly to boys, 
is swinging on behind some moving vehicle 
and being towed. This, for two reasons, is 
one of the most dangerous practices indulged 
in and never should be done. First, his view 
of the road ahead is obstructed by the 
vehicle and if the wheels of the bicycle hit 
a stone or drop into a depression in the road- 
way the unexpectedness of it may cause a 
fall; and second, when the rider elects to stop 
being towed he may be directly in the patii 
of an auto behind him, the driver of which 
cannot possibly anticipate his act, or he may 
turn out to the left of the vehicle in front of an 
oncoming auto hidden from his view, The 
possibilities of an accident are great and 
many a boy has too late regretted doing this 
“stunt”. fh 
. Quit it, boys. If you are too tired to pedal, 
get off and rest; don’t worry your good 
mothers by doing any of these things. You 
can enjoy your wheel without taking un- 
necessary risks. 

Racing along the streets is one other way 
that is likely to bring bad results. You will 
begin to think there isn’t much a person can 
do on a wheel without inviting danger, and 
you are right; there are mighty few things 
besides going along carefully and watching 
out for possible danger. It is everywhere 
present. But this need not keep you of 
your wheel. 

It is necessary for boys to go out into the 
world and meet all kinds of dangers and 
dangerous situations as they come. That

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GETTING ELECTRIC CURRENT IN 
YOUR HOME ’ 


A short time ago an official in one of the 
large textile mills moved his family to Law- 
rence from Connecticut. The new home was 
ona street where no telephone nor electric 
wire poles were as yet located. 

The mill man wanted the electric current 
installed the day he moved in — it seemed 
simple enough to the person who had no 
knowledge of the lengthy and very official 
route required of such a request or permit, 
but investigation develops that the required 
procedure in Lawrence is about as follows. 

A person desiring electric current in- 
stalled in his home is required to go to the 
gas company and br an application for 
electric service at the information desk. 
This application is immediately card indexed 
and passed on with an estimate request of 
labor and material to the electrical con- 
struction department for the exact cost 
required to make the connection. 

These requests require in many instances 
the service of &@ man who must personally 
visit the location and in the event of there 
being no poles in the street a diagram showing 
the exact propased pole locations must be 
made; this di@gram is later required for 
use by the city council. 

Requests frequently number twenty-five 
in one day — the average for a season being 
fifteen. Some of these requests in a single 
day come from the city proper, from North 
Andover, Andover, Methuen and Boxford, 
but they must all be investigated and sent

to Agent Fred H. Sargent’s office for approval 
of the expenditure, especially on installations 
ess peg the use-of new poles or the use of 
poles owned by the telephone or street rail- 
way company. If the installation is ap- 
proved by Agent Sargent the application 
goes to the credit department to be approved 
or rejected, as determined by the appli- 
cant’s past dealings with the company or his 
present credit standing. 

If the credit department approves the 
application it is returned immediately to the 
information desk and thence directly to the 
city wire inspection ‘department at the City 
Hall, a branch of the Fire Department, 
where depending on the volume gis wire 
inspections to be made. it takes its turn, and 
sometimes is required to wait a week or ten 
days. 

In the event of the necessary wires having 
to be placed on new poles it is essential for 
Agent Sargent to make formal request with 
diagrams to the city government giving the 
exact location of the proposed poles as re- 
quired by law in Massachusetts. Then a 
date for a public hearing is set and all persons 
interested are notified at least one week in 
advance by City Clerk Wade as to the day 
and time of the public hearing before the 
city council. Often remonstrants appear 
and the locations are then viewed by the 
city councilors at their convenience. 

The legal delays are often much longer 
when wires can be placed on existing poles 
of the telephone or street railway com- 
panies. For in this instance Agent Sargent 
must first learn if the other companies will 
allow the Lawrence Gas Company to acquire 
a one-half interest in the pole, or in the event 
of its already being a joint pole of the tele- 
phone and street railway company, a one- 
third interest by the Lawrence Gas Com- 
pany. If the other public utility companies 
grant the Lawrence Gas Company request, 
the same procedures with the city govern- 
ment and all of the subsequent delays as 
outlined in the above instance of a new pole 
are required. 

It is seldom that the applicants can or 

will appreciate that much of the delay is 
prescribed by law and is entirely beyond the 
control of the gas company, though of 
course the company frequently gets the 
full criticism, manifestly unjust as some of it 
is. 
But with all the necessary delay in new 
installations, the records of the Gas Com- 
pany contain some splendid examples’ of 
devotion to the emergency needs that often 
arise in a community like Lawrence when the 
methods of procedure follow the moral 
rather than the statute law — where neces- 
sity supplanted official red tape in the desire 
to give service at a time where delay would 
cause grave conditions.

The Civil Service Commission has an- 
nounced an examination to be held on Octo- 
ber 8, to fill positions of immigration patrol 
inspector for duty along the Mexican and 
Canadian borders. 

Appointees will be required to perform 
wand duty along the two international 
boundary lines for the purpose of detecting 
and preventing the illegal entry of aliens into 
the United States. 

The conditions under which this work is 
carried on are closely comparable in nature 
and requirements to the duties of a soldier 
under actual field conditions. Applicants 
must have had at least two years’ experience 
as a law enforcement officer, or at least six 
months’ experience in a combatant branch of 
the Army, Navy,-or Marine Corps, or at 
least six months’ experience in a State, 
Territorial, or foreign police organization 
comparable in rank to such forces as the 
Texas Rangers, Pennsylvania State Con- 
stabulary, New York State Constabulary, 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police, etc. 

The entrance salary is $1,680 a year. 

Full information and application blanks 
may be obtained from the United States 
Civil Service Commission, Washington, 
D.C., or from the secretary of the local board 
of civil-service examiners at the post office 
or customhouse in any city.

The Attractive Rose-breasted Grosbeak 


Some members of the finch-sparrow tribe 
of birds have large bills and as a consequence 
are known as grosbeaks. Examples are the 

ine, evening, cardinal, blue, and_rose- 

reasted grosbeaks. The rose-breasted gros- 
beak is no doubt our most_common grosbeak 
and is one of the most beautiful as well. 
Furthermore, it is a wonderful songster; in 
fact, it is one of the best of all feathered 
songsters. 

The male is richly dressed in black, white, 
and rose-red. He is black above, has white 
outer tail feathers, a white patch low down 
on the back, and two white spots_on the 
wings. The lining of his wings anda shield- 
shaped patch on the breast are rose-red in 
color. The bill is white. The female is 
rather plainly dressed. She is as Neltje 
Blanchan remarks, ‘‘A streaked, brown bird, 
resembling an. overgrown sparrow, with a 
thick, exaggerated finch bill and a_con- 
spicuous white eyebrow.” 

The rose-breast’s song resembles somewhat 
the song of the scarlet tanager and some of 
the more pleasant, warble-notes of the robin. 
Chapman speaks of it as a “joyous carol.” 
He says, “There is an exquisite purity in the 
joyous carol of the grosbeak; his song tells of 
all the gladness of a May morning; I have 
heard few happier strains of bird-music.” 
Burroughs speaks of its song as “that richly 
modulated warble.” “It is a strong viva- 
cious strain,” he continues, ‘‘a bright, noon- 
day song, full of health and assurance, in- 
dicating fine talents in the performer, but not 
genius.” 

The rose-breasted grosbeak is recognized 
as one of the farmer’s best friends because he 
destroys large numbers of potato beetles and 

lant lice or aphids. Both of these pests are 
ormidable enemies of our garden and field 
crops, often laying waste acres of land. The 
potato beetle, as is well known, destroys 
potato vines, while aphids or plant lice de- 
stroy entire.crops of melons, cucumbers, and 
other crops. In fact, few plants are entirely 
immune to the attacks of the small but 
destructive aphids. Even weeds are not 
immune to their attacks and many persistent 
ones succumb to the pests. Leaves of the 
aed attacked curl up, wither, and die.

Our bird, however, is not noted for his 
nest-building ability. The nest is a frail, 
poorly-built affair made of twigs, weeds, and 
rootlets that is barely capable of holding the 
t is quite similar to 
the crude nests made by mourning doves, 
cuckoos, and tanagers. Two years ago I 
found a grosbeak’s nest that had been built 
in the top of a small willow. The willow 
stood in a great marshy thicket and the nest 
in many ways was ina very safe place. How- 
ever, it fell entirely to pieces before the young 
birds were ready to leave it of their own 
accord, forcing them to live elsewhere for at 
least a few days before they reached maturity. 

The male is known far and wide as a model 
husband, taking his turn at incubating the 
eggs and brooding the young birds. In fact, 
he is oftener to be found at home on the nest 
than is the female. That was the case with 
the owners of the nest mentioned in the pre- 
ceding paragraph. He sometimes sings when 
on the nest, though in low tones so as not to 
disclose its whereabouts. 

I have found rose-breasted grosbeaks very 
numerous along the shores of Lake Michigan 
and in the valleys of the Mississippi and Red 
River of the North. They usually are to be 
seen and observed in pieces of woodland. 
When szen from the front, the bills and ros>- 
colored breasts make identification of the 
males easy. The bill and white eyebrows are 
the best field-markers for identifying the 
females. The white spots on the wings of 
the males make good field-markers when seen 
from the back, as the birds fly away from one.

Progress in Communication 


When the Erie Canal was opened nearly 
one huhdred years ago, connecting Buffalo 
with New York City, and the Great Lakes 
with the Atlantic Ocean, there were no rail- 
roads, no telegraph, and no telephones. 

The formal opening of the canal, which was 
the most important news of the period, 
marking the beginning of a new epoch in the 
development of the country, was announced 
in an unique 4nd dramatic manner. Cannons 
were placed at intervals, hearing distance 
apart, all along the bank of the canal and 
down the Hudson River to New York, and all 
the way out to Sandy Hook. 

The first boat entered the canal at Bu Talo 
at 10 o’clock on the morning of October 26, 
1825, and the cannon at the entrance to the 
canal was fired. When this shot was heard, 
the next cannon farther down the canal was 
fired. The news was carried from cannon to 
cannon until, one hour and twenty minutes 
later, New York City knew that the canal was 
open to traffic and that the first boat had 
left Bu Talo with passengers and freight. 

When the final cannon was fired in New 
York, the firing order was reversed and in 
another hour and twenty-minutes Buffalo 
knew that New York had received the mes- 
sa 


ee 
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ge. 
A record had been established for the quick 
transmission of news. 

That was ten years before Morse invented 
the telegraph; six years before the first 
steam railroad was operated in the state; 
fifty-one years before Bell invented the tele- 
phone. ; 

A few weeks ago, a man sitting in his office 
high up in a New York skyscraper, lifted the 
receiver from his telephone and began to talk. 
Eleven minutes later a telegram came back 
to him stating that his message had been 
heard in London, England. 

For seventy miles his voice had been 
carried on a copper wire both under and 
above the ground to a powerful radio broad- 
casting station out on Long Island, from 
which it had been hurled through the air 
across the Atlantic Ocean, 3,400 miles to 
England. 

It’s a far cry from the transmission of news 
by cannon shot to the sending of the human 
voice thousands of miles through space. 

Great progress has been made in the last 
century—most of it in the last half of the 
century, within the memory of living men. 

The public utilities—the telephone, electric 
light and power, gas and transportation com- 
panies—have made possible much of this 
progress.

Carelessness is always awake seeking to 
kill and injure. The long summer vacation 
period is over and children are now taking up 
their school studies. 

Danger from carelessness, however, is not 
over. It takes no vacation. Hot weather 
does not curb its activities, nor do the cool 
fall days or the fierce blasts of winter. 
Children especially must be on the alert. 
Parents should give them every possible 
assistance in meeting and overcoming the 
many difficulties that beset the pathway to 
the schoolroom and the return to the home. 

Crossing streets heedlessly has left many a 
vigorous and happy child forever silent or a 
cripple. A few calm, clear directions will 
prevent sorrow and grief. Don’t begrudge 
the time spent today, tomorrow and the next 
day in teaching them the rules of safety. 
With the dangers of our streets increasing 
from hour to hour they need it. The more 
vigorous they are, the greater their activity 
and the more animal spirit they possess the 
harder parents should strive to impress them 
with the necessity of care. 

Children seldom reason, even when as old 
as fifteen. They must be impressed. Many 
children do not take kindly to any curtail- 
ment of their play or restriction as to locality. 
But a caretul talk explaining to them how 
some boy or girl met injury because of taking 
an unnecessary chance during play, forgetting 
what they had been told about avoiding 
accidents, will most always pave the way, 
and the ice once broken, the next and subse- 
quent talks will begin to have an effect.

Make him feel his ideas are 
good. He will soon realize the importance 
of being responsible for himself and thenJof 
others. 

It is unfortunate that some parents do not 
take the time to build up the child’s mind 
along this line, really one of the most essential 
of his whole education.

Telephone Facts 

Fourteen cities in the United States have 
more than 100,000 telephones each; eight 
of these cities have more than 150,000 each 
and four more than 200,000 each. 

Chicago has about 700,000 phones and 
New York 1,200,000. 

Boston, the birthplace of the telephone, is 
the third telephone city in the United 
States in point of numbers, with a total of 
more than 370,000 telephones, or an average 
of about one telephone to every two inhabi- 
tants, which is a much higher ratio than 
either. New York or Chicago, both cities hav- 
ing far more te’ephones but a much greater 
population. The average for the United 
States is about one telephone for every seven 
persons. 

In Great Britain, France, Denmark, 
Austria and Sweden, only one city in each 
country has more than 100,000 telephones, 
while Germany has but two cities with more 
than that number. 

The Equitable Building in New York City 
has more telephones than the whole of 
Greece. 

The State of Iowa has more telephones 
than there are in the entire continents of 
South America and Africa combined, while 
Pennsylvania has more than all of France, 
Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, The Netherlands 
and Norway put together. 

In the United States there are nearly 2 1-2 
times as many telephones as in all the coun- 
tries of Europe combined, more than 22 
times as many telephones as the whole of 
Asia and 45 times more than all the countries 
of South America put together. 


Newspapers Get Biggest ‘‘Beats’’ by 


Telephone 


If the city editor of a metropolitan daily 
waited for his reporters to come into the 
office personally and write their various 
stories, his columns would contain little, if 
any, ‘‘spot” news. He must rely upon the 
telephone for getting the quickest report of 
happenings. The moment a reporter for a 
big city newspaper gets an important, live 
story, he immediately telephones the facts to 
his city editor, who, in turn, transfers the call 
to a re-write man, who whips the happenings 
into a story as quickly as he can write it. It 
is only a question of minutes before the story 
is on the street. 

A New York Times man, who has seen 
many big news stories break, declared a 
short time ago, that “‘all the greatest ‘stories 
of the past decade have been telephone 
stories. After 10 p.m., it’s a pretty safe bet 
that any story breaking will be a telephone 
story,” : 

Long distance lines are used extensively 
also by all big newspaper offices in gathering 
news. 

Experience has taught reporters that 
many busy, important persons who are to be 
interviewed prefer having it done by wire. 
Such a person is far more likely to answer his 
telephone quickly tha he is to be prompt in 
admitting a reporter who is waiting in an 
outer office to see him,

How We Get More Light for the Same 
Money 


In a paper presented by J. W. Howell and 
Henry Schroeder at the recent annual cor- 
vention of the American Institute of Electri- 
cal Engineers some interesting information 
was given on improvements in incandescent 
lamps. The authors point out that if the 
present 40-watt, tungsten filament lamp were 
made for the same mean efficiency as Edison’s 
bamboo carbon lamp of 1880, the tungsten 
filament lamp would have a life of more than 
150,000 years. And this does not take into 
consideration the enormous improvement in 
larger sizes of tungsten filament lamps due to 
Dr. Langmuir’s invention of the gas-filled 
lamp. The 40-watt lamp is now over eight 
times as good as it was when first introduced 
sixteen years ago. us 

Improvements in lamps may be utilized 
either to get more light for the same money 
or to get the same amount for less money. 
Users have chosen to get more light and each 
advance in lamp quality has resulted in in- 
creased intensity of lighting everywhere. It 
is estimated that over half a billion dollars 
were paid in 1922 for electrical energy used in 
the United States for lighting. If the present 
day intensity of lighting were produced by 
using the bamboo carbon lamp of 1880, the 
cost of lighting in 1922 would have been in- 
creased three and one-half billion dollars. 
This would have required about fifty billion 
additional tons of coal, about ten per cent of 
the total coal production of the United 
States, to generate energy for the amount of 
light actually used. 

This information on improvements made 
in lamps during the forty-four years since 
1880, when expressed in dollars-and-cents 
savings to users of light, shows the economic 
benefit of the engineering work that has made 
these results possible. 


Five Pounds of Names and Addresses 


Already an enormous book weighing more 
than five pounds, th telephone directory that 
must be used in New York and its vicinity, 
illustrates both the growth which still marks 
this mode of communication and what its 
utilization will be in the near future. 

Already the having of from one to several 
hundred telephones is a recognized necessity 
for everybody conducting business on any 
excépt the very smallest scale, and an almost 
equal coercion is brought to bear on the 
private house, To be withéut a telephone, 
or without convenient access to one, is, to be 
out of the world, nowadays, and it imposes on 
friendship a strain that often proves unen- 
durable. 

The telephone saves innumerable ope and 
the writing of innumerable notes. That it 
has its annoyances and its irritations every- 
body knows, but after all it is essential to the 
conduct of modern life and probably it has 
changed human habits more than did any 
other of the nineteenth century’s many and 
important inventions. 

The newer facilities do not seem to be 
decreasing its use in the slightest degree, and 
the radio, after all, is only the equipping of 
the telephone with another means of getting 
the familiar vibrations of the farriliar dia- 
phragm.
